‘PA reassessing economic 
agreement with Israel’

THE Palestinian Authority is under 
mounting pressure to cancel its eco- 
nomic agreement with Israel, as the 
closure of Israel to Palestinian agri- 
cultural goods is throwing the terri- 
tories’ agriculture into disarray, a 
senior Palestinian economist said 
yesterday. 

There is pressure on the PA ‘to 
do something drastic about the situa- 
tion, including pulling out altogether 
from the economic negotiations 
with the Israelis,” said Hisham 
Hawartani, an economics professor 
at An-Najah University. 

He explained that the key benefit 
the Palestinians expected from the 
accord was the open access to the 
Israeli market for their agricultural 
produce, 

Hawartani said the closure has 
created such surpluses that boxes of 
tomatoes and cucumbers are sow 
selling for NIS 1 in Gaza and not 
much more in Judea and Samaria. 
‘Farmers are leaving their produce 
in their fields,” he said. 

“It is ironic that with the imple- 
mentation of the Paris [economic] 


“accord at the beginning of the year 


the Israeli authorities forbade the © 


flow of goods from the West Bank 
and Gaza,’ he noted. 

The present situation contiasts 
starkly with last year, when the still 
porous divide between Israel and the 
territories allowed Palestinian agri- 
colture to sustain itself. 

According to a Central Bureau of 
Statistics report released yesterday, 
agriculture production in Judea and 
Samaria, excluding Jericho, stood at 
NIS 1.3 billion last year, compara- 
ble to 14 percent of Israeli agricul- 
tural output. Production was boosted 
by a particularly large olive crop, 
22% higher than in 1993. 

Hawartani blamed Israel for block- 
ing the free flow of goods. Since the 
agreement with the Palestinians gives 
Israel a lot of leeway to prevent free 
teade, it can always justify its moves, 
he said. He said there has been an 
abuse of the security issue. 

“‘Why doesn’t Israel sit with the 
Palestinian security authorities, who 
are perfectly capable to deal with 
trade-linked security issues?”

Volcani scientists find _ 


plastic sheets confuse 
pests and save crops 


VOLCANT Institute scientists 
have become the first in the world 
to notice that the most harmful 
agricultural pests cause much less 
damage to produce grown under 
plastic sheeting that filters out ul- 
traviolet light. 

The use of this sheeting can 
thus significantly reduce the 
amount of pesticides and sprays 
against plant viruses used on 
fruits, vegetables and other 


crops. 
Drs. Yehezkel Antignus, Ra- 
hel Ben-Yosef and Shlomo Co- 
hen of the Beit Dagan research 
institute published their findings 
in the April issue of Sadek. Their 
18-month study investigated why 
bugs and plant viruses are much 
less common in certain sheeting- 
covered structures than in others. 
They finally reached the con- 
clusion that three types of plestic 
sheeting — each produced in a

different kibbutz for covering 
metal arches placed over a field — 
made the difference. They are 
Rav-Hozek PVC sheeting from 
Erez, IR Vradim from Ganigar 
and Solarig from Neot Morde- 
chai, which all filter out the sun's 
UV light just like protective sun- 


glasses. 

Antignus told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that the special 
sheeting apparently confuses 
pests and makes it difficult for 
them to recognize hothouses and 
enter them. Bugs that are al- 
ready inside have trouble finding 
the plants and cannot easily 
transmit viral diseases, thus 
grow healthier and need much 
less pesticide and other chemi- 
cals, the team found. 

The team tested greenhouses 
full of tomato and cucumber 


plants, noting the presence of 
thrip, white flies and aphids and 
the amount of damage they 
caused. Those plants under the 
UV filtering sheets needed al- 
most no pesticide. 

While not all crops are grown 
under plastic sheeting, an in- 
Creasing amount of agriculture is 
carried out with this technology, 
said Antignus, because it allows 
high-tech control of water, fertil- 
izers, light and temperature and 
results in the best produce. 

Antignus noted that any major 
reduction in the use of pesticides 
will be welcome from both health 
and and economic reasons. 

Too-large accumulations of 
pesticide in the body are harmful 
to health, and many Israeli ship- 
ments of produce with high con- 
centrations of pesticides have 
been rejected in Europe and sent 
back.

Zoya Novikova said by telephone 


that one of the gunmen had de-" 


clared “‘on behalf of the Chechen 
people chat all the hostages 
would be shot dead if Russian 
troops did not stop military oper- 
ations in Chechnya.” 

Tass said the gunmen, armed 
with mortars and automatic ri- 
fles, sprayed the town of 100,000 
people with gunfire as they seized

Interfax news agency said they 
had fled with the hostages, head- 
ing towards Chechnya, whose 
northern border is only 70 km 
away from Budennovsk. 

There was no independent 
confirmation that the gunmen 
had any link to the Chechen re- 
bels who have been resisting Rus- 
sian troops for six months. 


Dudayey spokesman Khamad’ 


Kurbanov told Postfactum the re- 
bels had nothing to do with the 
attack. “The act of terror in Bu- 
dennovsk is another provocation 
by Moscow aimed at destabilizing 
the situation in the North Cauca- 
sus,” he said. 

“Chechens will never spill the 
blood of innocents.” 

Russian television and news 
agencies have quoted Dudayev as 


saying after the fall of two major 
strongholds in Chechnya on 
Tuesday that the rebels would 
continue fighting Russia using 
“other methods.” 

Tass said 15 dead bodies had 
been found on the streets and 21 
wounded people had been rushed 
to hospital. The deputy head of 
the State Duma lower house of 
parliament told the chamber that 
10 local policemen had been 
killed in the attack. 

NTV independent television 
said eight attackers had been cap- 
tured, two of whom had been 
identified as Chechens: 

Interfax news agency said the 
armed group drove into town in 
two trucks before opening fire at 
random and seizing the tele- 
phone exchange and the build- 
ings housing the police and the 
State Security Service (FSB). 

It said President Boris Yeltsin 
had ordered that all necessary 
measures be taker to ensure the 
gunmen were captured. (Reuter) 


France seeks to quell protests 


over return to nuclear testing 
Eight tests planned before ban takes effect next year 


PARIS (Reuter) — France sought 
to calm a global storm of criticism 
yesterday at President Jacques 
Chirac’s decision to: resume nu- 
clear weapons tests, stressing that 
he had agreed to end testing for- 
ever next year. 

Chirac announced on Tuesday 
that Paris would conduct eight 
underground tests at its South Pa- 
cific site on Mururoa Atoll from 
September, ending next May in 
time to sign a total test ban trea- 
ty. French tests had been sus- 
pended since 1992. 

The move unleashed a flood of 
protests, with New Zealand com- 
plaining of “Napoleonic arro- 
gance.” Australia and New Zea- 
land suspended defense ties while 
the United States and Russia, the 


two biggest nuclear powers, ex- 
pressed regret. 

But there were scant signs of 
protest in France itself and in Ge- 
neva, diplomats forecast that the 
French would ride out the pro- 
tests successfully. 

“In some ways. France has 
made it easter to conclude the 
test ban treaty now because it has 
ended uncertainty about its posi- 
tion,” said one European 
diplomat. 

“There is such momentum be- 
tind the test ban that it would 
take far more than this to derail 
it.” 

French Foreign Minister Herve 
de Charette called the reactions 
entirely predictable, if excessive. 
He told foreign reporters: “The

“You should know that it is a 
short and limited exercise -- and it 
is the last," Defense Minister 
Charles Millon said.

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Weizman’s 


RE was a minor incident on Tuesday 
at the President’s residence which hardly 
drew notice. In a manner reminiscent of 

some unlovely regimes, Aryeh Schumer, direc- 
tor-general of President Ezer Weizman’s bu- 
reau, tried to prevent an Israel Television cam- 
era from photographing the American 
ambassador's limousine parked in the 
driveway. ἢ 

The attempt was quickly aborted. Schumer 
obviously realized he had no right to cover the 
video camera’s lens. But his act, 85 is often the 
case when censorship is attempted, drew atten- 
tion to what it was supposed to conceal -- that 
the American and the Russian ambassadors had 
both visited Weizman without their visits being 
recorded on his official calendar. 

The visits were obviously connected with the 
negotiations with Syria and Weizman’s com- 
ments on them. Displaying the kind of openness 
and bluntness that has endeared him to many, 
Weizman had spelled out on the previous day 
what the government has been loath to reveal: 
that Israel is now willing to relinquish the Golan 
and withdraw to the international border in 
Tetum for a peace treaty. 

Not surprisingly, the opposition welcomed 
his statement as an indication of the govern- 
ment’s mendacity. While Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin still states that no lines of withdrawal 
have been determined, said opposition leaders, 
the president reveals the truth — that everything 
has already been given away. 

Yesterday, as if to confirm that he is intent on 
showing the government how it ought to be- 
have, Weizman did what any self-respecting 
government would have done long ago. He 
informed the Irish foreign minister that if he 
insisted on meeting Palestinian officials at

Orient House, which operates as the Palestin- 
ian Authority’s government office in Jerusalem 
in defiance of Israeli law, he would be unwel- 
come at the president’s residence. 

Had the government treated all visiting digni- 
taries with this kind of firmness, Orient House 
would have long ago ceased to function, and 
Rabin’s warning that the Oslo agreement would 
be scuttled if the place became the PLO's 
foreign ministry would not have sounded so 
embarrassingly hollow. Indeed, it must be 
hoped that Weizman’s simple act of dignity will 
remind the government of the folly of abject 
sycophancy. A 

But this sudden flurry of presidential activity 
in the political sphere, as instructive as it may 
be, must raise questions. Since the establish- 
ment of the state, [sraeli presidests have acted 
somewhat as constitutional monarchs, scrupu- 
Ἰουδὶν avoiding the political fray. Weizman’s 
drastic departure from this norm adds fuster and 
excitement to his office. But it is one thing to 
give vent to the public’s sentiments, and quite 
another to impart the impression that the presi- 
dent would like to become an active player in 
the negotiations — something for which he has 
no mandate. 

Weizman has little patience for rules and 
constraints, especially when the country's fate 
is in the balance. And his unease about the 
government’s handling of the peace process is 
shared by many, probably a majority. But it 
would be a mistake to mislead the American 
and Russian emissaries who hold furtive con- 

sultations with him, and a Syrian regime expect~ 
ing ever-increasing Israeli concessions, about 
his authority to represent the people’s political 
will. This is, for better or worse, the exclusive 
domain of the government.

clear weapons testing as some sort of 
global disaster and a threat to Pacific ecology. 
The best that can be said of such Green hype is 
that it is no more inflated than the delusions of 
French grandeur that lie behind the essentially 
political decision. 
_ Newly elected President Jacques Chirac is 
just off on his first foreign foray to the Group of 
Seven summit in Washington. The timing of the 
announcement is clearly meant to show that 
France has no intention of allowing its grand 
entrance to be buried under some spat over car 
sales between the United States and Japan. A 
big bang is a sure substitute for making a big 
noise in world affairs. 

This replay of a tired old scenario may leave 
many people thinking the new world order after 
the Cold War looks pretty much like the old 
one. One of the big five nuclear powers tests a 
weapon, the others declare it a threat to world 
stability. countries thousands of miles from the 
test behave as if they are under nuclear attack, 
and Greens act as if the earth’s crust will crack ~ 
or at least some endangered, barely visible 
plankton species will never be seen again. 

The truth is, underground nuclear testing has 
proved to be a fairly innocuous event compared 
with frequent minor earthquakes in some part of 
the globe. It is not the most edifying of human 
endeavors, to be sure, given the ultimate

purpose of such weapons, but in an imperfect 
world it causes less mayhem than drug pushing, 
urban blight, or strip mining. 

But political blather has never had much to 
do with simple facts, and the overblown protests 
merely inflate the international attention a new 
French president can glean from a dramatic 
announcement. The world, increasingly En- 
glish-speaking, must periodically be reminded 
that France is a Great Power. In a swipe at 
Washington, Chirac announced on television 
this week that "πὸ Atlantic Alliance does not 
have a leader’ - a lack he is, in all humility, 
undoubtedly keen to rectify. 

Chirac has, however, indicated that the new 
tests -- ostensibly to gather data to perfect com- 
puter simulations ~ may be the last. One Austra- 
lian university analyst did at least make a sensi- 
ble comment, saying the old Cold War idea that 
a nuclear deterrent needs to be demonstrated 
occasionally to be effective is misguided. “‘Isra- 
el, Pakistan, and India pursue a deterrent pos- 
ture of ambiguity and it is a very effective 
deterrent indeed.”’ he said. 

The storm of protest also disguises some 
hypocrisy. France is no danger to world stabil- 
ity, but among those protesting most loudly are 
countries which have shown little conscience 
about selling dangerous nuclear technology to 
states like Iraq and Iran, neither of which would 
hesitate to blow up a large number of people if 
they could only get away with it.

Sir, -- When the Egyptian-Israeli 
peace treaty was signed, it was fol- 
Jowed by a strong wave of optimism 
amang people on both sides: every- 
body was talking about a long-last- 
ing permanent peace in the area. 
However, an important sector of 
Egyptian intellectuals expressed res- 
ervations and opposition, mainly be- 
cause they objected to a unilateral 
Egyptian agreement, but wanted a 
pan-Arab agreement and some of 
them did not trust Israeli intentions. 
The rest of the Arab world rejected 
the treaty. 


During the ensuing years, both 
the Egyptian and Israeli govern- 
ments clung to the peace process 
despite the painful blows from ex- 
tremists on both sides. However, I 
am not primarily concerned here 
with relations between govern- 
ments, but public opinion. 1 firmly 
believe that the majority of Egyp- 
tians agreed to the treaty and 
were fully couvinced of the necessi- 
ty of a peaceful settlement; howev- 
er, there was always in the back of 
their minds a fecling of uneasiness, 
because the Palestinian problem had 
not been solved. 


After the Israeli-Palestinian 
agreement in Oslo, most Egyptians 
were happy and there was a general 
sense of satisfaction. This was im- 
mediately reflected in the form of a 
move towards active cultural, artis- 
tic and scientific cooperation be- 


tween people for the first time after 
long years of coo] relations. This 
trend started to spread to all Arab 
nations, even before a complete Is- 
raeli-Palestinian treat was finalized. 

Then the Israeli decision to con- 
fiscate Arab lands in Jerusalem was 
announced, and it dealt a blow to the 
peace process. Egyptians lost confi- 
dence in Israel and started to get 
suspicious about Israel's true peace 
intentions. Here again, I am not in- 
terested in the Arab governments’ 
Teactions. But in the people's com- 
plete loss of confidence and hope for 
a ue peace. 

Now, the Israeli government has 
announced a suspension of the deci- 
siou to confiscate land in Jerusalem.

Dixon's prose has a deliberate- 
ly flat, hypnotic tone to it —“"He’s 
in the car with two kids, driving 
on an interstate, when a car pulls 
up ...” and “He gets a job and 
about three months later is on his 
way to work" — that is both sooth- 
ingly dreamlike and hideously 
realistic. 

The more the father general- 
izes on his collected fears for his 
children, the more sharply they 
come into focus. The psychotic 
shooter of the opening scene later 
appears to be the living embodi- 
ment of his fears about modern 
society — the killer (he tells po- 
lice) is “White, black, a mix may- 
be, but definitely not an Oriental, 
but [ shouldn't be sure of that ... 
but druggies I'm almost always 
sure of.” 

In the end, every parent will 
understand the truth of the line 
“If Daddy doesn’t believe I'm liv- 
ing, T'm dead,” although we 
don't necessarily know whether 
it’s the dying girl's thought or one 
projected onto her by a dis- 
traught father. It’s also a perfect 
metaphor for the artist and his 
creation.

The only wires requiring dis- 
connection from the switch and 
reconnection to the timer are the 
two pairs of leads which emerge

First, you have to find out 
which pair of wires are “entry” 
Jeads (from the fuse box to the 
switch unit) and which are “exit” 
leads (going from the switch to 
the boiler). 

To figure this out, put the boil- 
er switch in the “off” position. 
Restore power to the circuit for a 
moment. 

Holding your index finger on 
the metal back or pocket-clip of 
the tester, place its screwdriver- 
like tip on each of the two termi- 

“ nal screws in the switch unit from 
which red, brown or blue leads 
emerge. 

The one which causes the tes- 
ter to light up is the “entry” lead, 
together with its black partner. 

Take note of which pair is for 
later use. Shut off the boiler's 


circuit breaker again. 

With a screwdriver, loosen 
each terminal screw of the switch 
unit. 

Disconnect each of the four 
leads with a tug. The whole 
switch unit will slip off. 

The timer unit will either have 
four terminal screws like those on 
the switch unit, or a black lead 
and a red, brown or blue lead 
already attached to it, each with a 
flag-like sticker indicating “en- 
try” (knisa), and a terminal screw 
box at its unattached end. 

If it is the type similar to the 
switch unit, simply attach the 
leads you've just disconnected to 
the terminal screws of the timer 
unit in the same way (so the black 
Jead is opposite the black lead, 
and the colored lead is opposite 
the colored lead in vertical 
position). 

If the timer is of the latter type. 
attach the “entry” leads from the 
wall to the terminal screw boxes 
at the ends of the two “entry” 
leads of the timer. such that black 
attaches to black. and color atta- 
ches to color. The colored Jead of 
the timer may be a different color 
from that in the wall, but that is 
all rigbt. 

Then attach the “exit” (re- 
maining two) leads from the wall 
to the available terminal screws 
of the timer, such that the black 
exit lead is opposite the black 
entry lead, and the colored exit 
lead is opposite the colored entry

Abeles will reimpose price controls 


on two fees if banks don’t cancel them 


EVELYN GORDON 


PRICE controls will be reimposed 
on two bank fees if the banks do not 
cancel them, Supervisor of Banks 
Ze'ev Abeles told the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committce yesterday. 

Abeles said that in general, free 
competition has been working well 
to keep bank fees down. 

‘The proof of this, he said, is that 
the index of bank fees dropped 0.5 
percent in 1993 and remained stable 
in 1994, though only 12 of the al- 
most 140 different fees are under 
supervision. 

However, he said, two fees which 
were released from supervision at 
the beginning of this year have shot 
up unacceptably — and if the situa- 
tion is not corrected, controls on 
these fees will be reinstated. 

One of these is the account man- 
agement fee, which used to be strict- 
Sy a function of the number of trans- 
actions per account. Recently, the 
banks added a flat fee, and the cen- 
tral bank sees no reason for this, 
Abeles said. 

The other is the fee for obtaining 
information from automatic teller 
machines (ATMs). 

Abeles said the Bank of Israel 
believes there should not be any fee 
for obtaining basic information, 
since customers need proper infor- 
mation to operate effectively. 

“But it must be remembered that 
Services cost money,"’ he stressed. 
“‘And [the banks provide] high-lev- 
6] services by any international 
staidard.”” 


To promote consumer awareness, 
Abeles said the central bank is 
working on a comparative table of 
bank fees, which will then be dis- 
tributed to the public. 


Committee chairman Gedalya 
Gal (Labor) also asked him to see if 
the number of fees could be re- 
duced, since it is hard for a customer 
to make intelligent decisions when 
there are so many. 

Regarding the ability to switch 
banks, Abeles said six major prob- 
lems — such as enabling customers 
to transfer loans and collateral — had 
been solved. 

However, he said, one key prob- 
lem remained — savings plans still 
cannot be transferred from bank to 
bank without a fine, at the Trea- 
sury’s insistence. 

Freddy Vider, director-general of 
the Association of Banks in Israel, 
said this was a serious problem, be- 
cause savings plans are one of the 
average customer's most important 
assets. 

Despite this, he said, customers 
can now usually switch banks within 
a maximum of two weeks. 

Abeles also said bank margins 
have declined in the past few years, 
from an average of 2.5% in 1992 to 
1.9% last year. 

The most dramatic change has 
been in margins on unlinked shek- 
els, which fell from 35% in 1984 to 
4.5% last year. Margins on linked 
shekels were 1.4% last year, while

foreign currency margins were 
0.9%, he said. 

Dr..Tikva Lecker of the Consum- 
er Protection Authority sharply dis- 
puted Abeles’ claim that competi- 
tion was working to keep bank fees 
under control, and demanded that all 
fees be returned to supervision. 

“The authority has had the feel- 
ing for a long time that the supervi- 
sor of banks protects the banks, and 

not the customers,’’ she said.

Court appears certain 
to reject petition on 
linkage to judges’ wages.

THE High Court of Justice seems 
certain to reject a petition by MK 
Avraham Poraz (Meretz) on link- 
age to judges’ salaries, though 
the justices did not give a final 
verdict at yesterday’s hearing. 

-The petition asks that a more 
than 50 percent wage increase re- 
cently approved for judges by the 
Knesset Finance Committee not 
be. given to about 100 other gov- 
emment employees whose wages 
are linked to those of the judges, 
either by collective agreements or 
by personal contracts. 

The committee had explicitly 
Said three components of the in- 
crease should go only to sitting 
judges, and Poraz said the gov- 
ernment was obligated to obey 
the committee’s instructions. 

The linkage, he argued, should 
therefore be to those judges who 
are not icing. 

However, Justices Theodor 
Orr, Eliahu Mazza and Zvi Tal 
appeared unconvinced by this 
argument. 

Interpreting work agreements, 
Orr said, is not the Finance Com- 
mittee’s job ~ and in this case, 
there is not even a dispute, since 
the workers and the government 
agree on the interpretation. 

Furthermore, he said, Poraz’s 
interpretation is illogical, since 
there are at most two or three 


judge, which is the level to which 
most salaries are linked. 

Why, he asked, would any con- 
tract establish linkage to the ex- 
ceptional case rather than to the 
norm? 

“Ἐς serious!’ he said to Por- 
az’s lawyer, Dafna Holtz, in exas- 
peration at one point. 

Mazza added that Poraz was 
essentially asking Finance Minis- 
ter Avraham Shohat to disobey 
Attorney-General Michael Ben- 
Yair, who had ruled against Por- 
az's interpretation. 

This, he said, was contrary to 
all norms of proper public 
behavior. 

Furthermore, Mazza said. once 
the Knesset passes a law or makes 
a decision, interpretation of that 
law or decision is out of its hands. 

“Tt violates the accepted public 
order for the legislator to come to 
the court and say, *I meant such- 
and-such... so order people to do 
that," he said. 

If the government wants to re- 
negotiate its work agreements, 
Orr concluded, it has every right 
to do so. 

“But now there are [valid] 
agreements, and they must be 
houored,”’ he said.
